MANCHURIA MOVES: 
FOR INDEPENDENCE 


Effected for Kirin, With 
Movement Growing. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(4)— 
Rengo News Agency dispatches from 
Mukden to Tokyo yesterday reported 


plots to establish an independent Chi- 
nese republic in Manchuria, where oc- 
cupation of territory by Japan threat- 
ened the peace of the two nations. 

Manchurians were allegedly plan- 
ning to oust Chang MHsueh-liang, 
youthful military governor of the 
northern Chinese province. General 
Hsi Sia, former chief of staff of the 
Kirin provincial army, was reported 
to. have been set up as governor of 
with a cabinet and commis- 
sioner of police. 

Rengo said the Manchuria for Man- 
churians Association, meeting in Muk- 
den, declared itself in favor of an 
independent parliamentary form of 
government, to function without Gov- 


and desirability of retaining the 18th

While declining to suggest definite |

law. 
The note accused Japan of “tram- 
pling under foot international agree- 
ments” China, the note said, can con- 
ceive of no other satisfactory solution 
of the problem than for Japan to with- 
draw her troops and give full red12ss 
to China. 

Cc. T. Wang, the Chinese foreign

WHY ROOSEVELT?

'| “Incomprehensible,” Says 


This is the time to be in Rome. 
The autumn light is pure gold and 
when it falls on the yellow and ochre 
buildings, mellowed with age, the old 
stones seem to glow with a soft warm- 
ing fire. You may not have any 
money in your pockets, at least my 
stock is alarmingly low, but there is 
enough to be seen here for which no 
prices are charged. I fell in with a 
Gerinan professor, an archaeologist he 
is, who insisted on looking up all the 
places where excavations are going on. 
I went with him, having nothing bet- 
ter to do, awaiting as I am at this 
moment the hour when I go on au- 
dience to the pope and perhaps with 
Signor Mussolini, who seems not to be 
'so eager to see American newspaper- 
men since the Cornelius Vanderbilt in- 
cident, of which I, incidentally, heard 
the true version at the foreign office. 


The professor knows exactly where 
Nero sat and where Caligula staged 
his orgies and where Titus started his 
‘triumphal march after the conquest of 
Palestine and the destruction of the 
Hebrew state. It is all very edifying, 
but it becomes too monotonous in the 
end. He eannot understand why Il 
should pass up a musty oid cave 
where, to his sayings, the ladies of 
ancient held their secret nog¢turnal 
rites to which no man was ever in- 
vited. It may be very true. But I 
prefer to sit and talk with the coach- 
man of our fiacre while the professor 
goes inside and explores the dim and 
rank interior. 

The coachman is a well of informa- 
tion.

Mussolini 
Goes By. 


In 1925, when I first came here, 
fascism was young and the fascists 
showed it. Black-shirted dispatch rid- 
ers, with little green flags and sirens 
on their motorcycles, raced screaming- 
ly through the streets and you had to 
get out of the way the best you could. 
In those days also life almost came to 
a stop when Mussolini was known to 
drive out. People gathered along the 
way to witness his passage. The duce 
would come, accompanied by cavalry 
and a lot of pomp and circumstance, 
and everybody would shout and cavort 
as on a holiday. 

It’s all changed today. I sat in the 
big cafe opposite the Palazzo Venezia 
today watching the big gates where 
the chief of the government and thé 
duce (leader) of fascismo has his of- 
fice. Suddenly I saw the guard stif- 
fening and a limousine *rode out. In 
it sat a gentleman in sober black with 
a shining black hat. He _ scarcely 
raised it when the blackshirts on 
guard presented arms. Some tourists 
stood still, gaping open-mouthed. Mus- 
solini was drawing on his_ gloves. 
There were no automobiles to accom- 
pany him and he rode away swiftly. 

They told me in Paris, among the 
Italian exiles, that the duce dares not 
go out unless at least half a regiment 
accompanieg him. ‘Those gentlemen 
exaggerate a little. Mussolini was 
alone-except for-the chauffeur in front 
and nobody threw a bomb,

Of course there is no ghetto with 
walls and chains in Rome now, but 
many of Rome’s 50,000 Jews still live 
in the old quarter hard by the Tiber. 
I wandered over there on Saturday 
morning and as I looked around a 
thought struck me. This may seem 
unusual, but still, being human, it 
happens once in a while. I admit 
that it is rarely. I thought then that 
the closer the Jews live to Palestine, 
or rather in permanent atmospheric 
conditions resembling most those of 
the Holy Land, that is to say warm 
southern climes, the nobler become 
their features,

en for his models as Abraham and 
Isaac.

Tribute Is Paid 
To Late Dr. Atkinson

Editor Constitution: In the death 
of Dr. Burwell Atkinson the state 
and country has lost an exemplary 
citizen. He was born September 8, 
1849, in Camden county, of which 
his paternal grandfather, whose name 
he bore, was a pioneer in the earliest 
settlement of that section of the state. 
His father was the late Colonel A, 
S. Atkinson, who was a close friend 
and associate of Alexander H. Ste- 


phens and other leaders of that gen- 
eration, and was a prominent factor 
in the legislature and in the politics 
of the day. His mother was the eldest 
daughter of Governor Charles J. Mc- 
Donald. He inherited the sterling qual- 
ities and indomitable disposition of his 
forbears.

Health Talks

PLANTAR WARTS ARE COMMON 
AMONG PEOPLE WHO NEVER 
PLANT ANYTHING. 

Ordinary warts, medically termed 
verrucae vulgaris, for no good reason 
at all that I can discover, are called 
plantar warts when they occur on the 
sole of the foot or perhaps between 
the toes. Pantaris is a Latin word 
meaning the sole, 

Plantar warts sometimes cause no 
particular complaint, 


tual confinement in bed. 

Drs. Earl D. Osborne and Edwin D. 
Putnam find X-ray treatment, applied 
with a very careful technie to protect 
every other portion of skin except the 
wart or warts, the most satisfactory 
way to deal with this troublesome con- 
dition. 

They say that calluses and corns are 
often mistaken for plantar .warts, 
especially painful corns or calluses in 
the space between the fourth and fifth 
toes, and X-ray treatment is not only 
useless in such cases but may make 
the patient extremely miserable. Soft 
corns or calluses in this situation are 
best treated by changing the type of 
footwear, spreading the toes with a 
soft cotton pad, and the nightly appli- 
cation of a mild salicylic ointment or 
the old standby, salicylated collodion. 
Salicylated collodion can be purchased 
under the name in Canada, In the 
United States you have to order the 
druggist to prepare it for you after 
this formula: 

Salicylic. acid 1) grains 

Flexible collodion.....1-2 ounce 

This constitutes the standard “corn 
cure” and callus remedy. Paint a coat 
of it on the clean, dry corn, wart or 
callus each evening fer a week or ten 
days. Keep the vial tightly stoppered 
and keep the liquid off the neck of'the 
vial, or you will have only a solid 
mess left when the ether and alcohol 
of the collodion have ., evaporated. 
Where the corn or wart or callus is 
between the toes, it is essential to 
have the skin clean and dry and keep 
it dry, in order to get.any benefit from 
the salicylated collodion, which will 
not adhere to the lesion if applied 
when the surface is moist or oily. 

Osborne and Putnam treatd 220 
patients with plantar warts by means 
of X-ray, and cured 176 of them with 
one treatment, 17 with two 
ments. In 15 cases X-ray treatment

cured with electro-coagulation (dia- 
thermy). Altogether 39 patients were 
cured of plantar warts by 
coagulation alone. ‘These authorities 
conclude that it is unwiseto give 
more than two X-ray treatments in 
such cases. 


ready been used, it is better to re- 
sort to electro-desiccation, or electro- 
coagulation (diathermy) or to surgical 
excision or both. 

For warts on the hands, about the 
same procedures are advisable. 

Here I must warn readers against 
monkeying with warts or wartlike 
lesions about the face, head or neck. 
Such lesions deserve the best medical 
treatment, for two reasons. First 
amateurish tinkering may produce 
ugly scars. Second, unnecessary irri- 
tation may cause cancer, 

All warts are probably infectious— 
that is, caused by germs. Drs. Os- 
borne and Putnam put the incuba- 
tion period at from four to seven 
weeks.

Inspired by Triumph Over Duke, Laval’s 
Team Has Chance To Go Undefeated 


Last fall Billy Laval, the solemn-faced coach of the South 
Carolina Gamecocks, stood up at a dinner given by Atlanta 
alumni and told them that the balm in the defeat by Tech on 
that day would be found in the 1931 football team. 

And with the season barely under way it appears that the 
saturnine-faced Carolina coach was correct. The Gamecocks, 
in their defeat of Duke, gave every indication that they are to 


winter. 
The defeat of Duke was not an upset, despite the fact that 


Duke was the general favorite. It was thought that Wallace 
Wade’s team, composed largely of men who had made a good 
record in 1930, would win from the rather sophomoric team 


which Laval was entering in the fall lists. 

South Carolina won because of a better running attack. 
mechanically better than Duke’s but it was more capable. 
speed, more power and more natural ability. 

The South Carolina line did not play an offensive game that 
was up to the standard of the play set by the backfield. The line 
was often outcharged by Duke’s forwards. 
On defense, however, it did a fair job. It had no very great job to 


do as the Duke backs were lacking in any cohesive attack. 
Just What the Doctor Ordered. | 

The Carolina coaches claim, however, and not without justification, 
that the team will bound forward rapidly now that one game has been 
played and won. They believe it was the tonic necessary to start the 
team going at a pace good enough to hurdle the remaining games. 

The line is heavy enough— it will weigh about 195 pounds. 

It has the potential power to bring about quite a few sad after- 

noons for the boys this fall. 

The backs will average about 170 pounds, or maybe 175 pounds. 
They are fast and start more quickly than any backs Carolina ever had. 
Which means they will start faster than a lot of backs hither and yon 
about the south. 

® There are six sophomores on the team. The best of the lot 

is Earl Clary, a halfback who can give that leg and take it away. 

He has a smooth change of pace and looks like a great runner in 

the making. A little more polish and Clary should be one of the 

standout backs.

UTILITIES SURVEY 
INITIATED BY U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(/)— 
A survey of the accounting regulation 
of electric utilities by state agencies 
was initiated today by Commissioner 
Draper, of the federal power commis- 
sion. * 
In letters to the chairmen of fhe 
state utility commissions, Draper 
pointed out a possibility of achieving 
a uniform system of accounting ac- 
ceptable both for federal and state 
purposes. The principal reason for 
the survey. he explained, was the pro- 
vision in the federal water power act 
permitting federal licensees to keep 
their books under the system prescrib- 
ed by the particular states they oper- 
ate in. 

If no state system is prescribed, the 
federal act lays down the method to 
be followed. Draper asked for detail- 
ed replies, accompanied by forms 
used, unless the state in question used 
the system recommended by the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and 
Public Utility Commissioners. He also 


asked for types of annual reports re- | 


quired of the utilities.
